MILITARY THREAT AND COUNTRY IS UNABLE TO OBTAIN NEEDS FROM 
PTHER THAN U.S. SOURCES. IT ALSO ELIMINATES OR SEVERELY REDUCES 
LARGE NUMBER OF SMALL MAP FUNDED MATERIEL AND TRAINING PROGRAMS . 
WITHIN EACH PROGRAM FIRST PRIORITY HAD BEEN ACCORDED TO ESSENTIAL 
COSTS FOR ADIMI NSTRATION AND SUPPLY OPERATIONS PLUS MINIMAL 
TRANING .
